The report of the Board of Administrators of Charity Hospital for 1926 will 
reveal tlic fact Hint last year was the most active one in its history, and it' 

the hospital has again rendered a most efficient service to the citizens of this 
City and Slate who wen/ in need of medical and attention. 

The per capita cost of $1.70 jut day. while an increase over last year, is very 
low an compared with other hospitals. " 

The scope of usefulness has been extended, until now Charity Hospital, with 
its 1,651 beds, oompa ■ to the four or five largest hospitals in the United 

St ates. 

In submitting this report, i< is the int* ly only a summary 

of the important ew be year, for the report of the Superintendent covers 

in detail the entire activities of thai period. 

It is pleasing I that the Legislature of 1926 Increased the annual appro- 

priation for maintenance tor the biennial period July I. l!)2o, to June 30th, 1928 
ten per cent over tin- previous appropriation. In addition thereto, a special ap- 

Croprinlion of .¥14*2,(KH1.(KI was made to partially reimburse special funds which 
ad been exhausted to purchase a square on Claiborne Avenue for the Dibert Tu- 
berculosis Hospital. An appropriation was aba made for an additional Nurses' 
Home and a new Internes' Home, amounting to $200,000,00. 

This sum was nol sufficient to build both, so the Hoard, Iwlieving the home 
for internes a more urgent need at this time, proceeded alone thus;- lines. Plans 
and specifications have been made, and bids are being advertised for at present. 
d is hoped the nexl Legislature will find the necessary funds m add to the 
amount left from this $200,000.00, to build the home fur nurses. This is an abso- 
lute necessity, foi at present - - of the nurses are required to stay on the fourth

Reviewing the work of Charity Hospital for the year 1926, one is amaa 
the pr tta that have taken place and the seemingly endless activities 

of rins enormous institution. 

Iv-'l, v, ■:,,■ appears to surpass the previous one, and the year just ended is no 
exception. 

The completion of the Dibert Tuberculosis Hospital, at a cost of $450 69'' 26 
i» the outstanding achievement and one that will always bold Mrs. John" Dibert 
dear to Charity Hospital. 

This modern, up-to-date building of twa hundred and fifty bod capacity is a 
complete hospital unit, fully equipped and capable of caring for, in an efficient 

■p t, the unfortunates who are afflicted with that malady. 

There is no separate X-Ray unit, but the building is so wired thai a portable 
machine can take pictures of all who are unable to be transported to the Main 
Laboratory. There is a complete operating room, dental rooms and pathol 
laboratory that will serve only the patients in that ilepartmenl. 

A complete kitchen, coating in the neighborhood of $9,000.00, makes it pos- 

sible to psegregate that budding from all others. The entire equipment will coat 
about $25,000.00. This low figure was made possible by Competitive bid 
particle furnished. It is intended to keep the eosl of maintenance entirely separate 
from the re hospital, 

Mrs. Dibert. the donor of this building, has made another most munificent gift to 
the hospital. She has decided to build a home for the Sisters of Charity at a cost 
of $175,000.00, This building will parallel the Dibert Building, along Claiborne 
Avenue, and will serve a most noble purpose. The presenl Sisters' Building was 
constructed in 1*4*. mid is now barely habitable. 

As badly as this home Was needed, 1 fear it would have been many years be- 
fore die Stale could have found the funds; fur other pressing needs of the'hospital, 
of necessity, would have taken precedence, especially room for patients, for it In- 
comes necessary at times to place two in a bed. 

This last K ift .,f Mrs. Dibert make.-, her by far the largest donor to the hos- 
pital and be her noble generosity and philanthropy, she has won the everlasting 
gratitude of the hospital, and of the |>eople of Louisiana. 

Another great achievement of the year was the securing of funds for the build- 
ing p.f an Internes' Home. For these' funds we are thankful to our good State 

Plans iiini specifications have 1 n completed and soon actual work will be started 

and this modern home will eosi approximately $175,000.00. This will fulfil] a 
much needed improvement, foi the present building is absolutely inadequate and 

obsolete. Iii addition to the present quarters, internes are housed in the hospital 
pro|K-r and are lodged in a home seven blocks away. It. is not necessary to empha- 
size the difficulty in hospital administration by such an arrangement. 

Ai present there arc about fifty internes. This new home will have accommo- 
dations for seventy, which will anticipate the needs for many years to come. There 
will be ample space for a library, recreation and reception rooms, which will l'hv 
the building a homelike atmosphere. This will give the internes a home 
proud >p! ami make their home life entirely comfort)
